Amonc the press dispatches from Lon- 
don recently was one which stated that 
in commenting upon a special account of 
the condition of British crops as pub- 
lished in its columys the London Times 
had said: “The conclusion on the whole 
case is that the present year will be a dis- 
astrous one for the British farmer. The 
chief loss will be in wheat, while there 
will be no adequate set-off in any other 
crop. The outlook for the winter is 
gloomy for all classes, and it becomes a 
grave question how many farmers will be 
able to struggle through it. Considering 
the continued shrinkage of wheat culti- 
vation, the Times advises farmers to turn 
their attention to high class dairy prod- 
ucts.” Perhaps the Times said this and 
perhaps it did not. More likely it quali- 
fied its gloomy forebodings by other re- 
marks which the sensation-loving press 
agent carefully left out. We are dis- 
posed to take our foreign advices as they 
appear in the American daily papers 
with from forty to fifty per cent off for 
truth, especially during a campaign year. 
There is a large class of political writers 
at present engaged in effacing England 
commercially and agriculturally from 
the face of the earth. To return to the 
Times and its editorial, if the “Thun- 
derer” gave the advice it is credited 
with to the English farmers we should 
say it showed excellent sense, for, 
truly, England can not longer hope 
to raise wheat in competition with 





the rest of the world. It is the destiny 
of other countries to supply her with 
grain and her farmers would do well to 
abandon what has become a most un- 
equal fight. If the English miller will 
buy his flour from America instead of 
trying to make it himself, and become a 
ibbae rather than a miller, another class 
in Great Britain will be vastly improved 
in mind, body and estate, for the inevit- 
able end of the contest between the En- 
glish and American miller is practically 
the same as that between the agricultur- 
ists of the two countries. Temporarily, 
the English miller may sometimes have 
a slight advantage. Naturally there will 
be rallies in every battle; but it needs no 
gift of prophecy to predict what will be 
the condition of the English milling 
trade twenty-five years hence. The En- 
glish wheat raiser has foreshadowed it. 
*% * * 

AurHouGH the Russian government 
has not as yet forbidden the exportation 
of wheat and rye, and there appears up- 
on the surface no indication that it will 
do so in the near future, the conditions 
which brought about the arbitrary ac- 
tion last year exist in even a more exag- 
gerated form than before. In July last 
we pointed out the fact that, so far as 
that portion of Russia bordering on the 
Volga, usually the most fertile and larg- 
est grain-producing section of the em- 
pire, was concerned, the prospects for a 
crop this year were extremely poor. 
This conclusion was reached, not from 
guess-work, but from personal observa- 
tions, made on the spot. In spite of 
more flattering crop reports received by 
the press from time to time, we main- 
tained that Russia could not possibly re- 
trieve her position as a grain-producing 
country this year. Her reserves were 
practically exhausted before the begin- 
ning of last year’s famine. By the re- 
turn of spring the country was absolute- 
ly destitute of grain. Short of seed 
wheat, short of horses, and with her 
peasants weak, sick and disheartened, 
even without the scourge of cholera, 
which has since devastated the very por- 
tion of the country devoted to wheat 
raising, it seemed that nothing less than 
a miracle could bring forth sufficient 
grain to even keep hunger from being 
prevalent. Unfortunately for the Rus- 
sian peasantry, nature does not perform 
the impossible. Unless grain has been 
sown, it can not be reaped, and thus, al- 
though the reports published in Europe 
were to the effect that Russia’s crops 
were fairly satisfactory, we believed that 
our conclusions were correct and that 
time would prove them so. 


*¥ * * 


LATTERLY, vague dispatches have ap- 
peared from Odessa and St. Petersburg 
which show, to those familiar with the 
situation, that the history of last year 
will be repeated; that, although the au- 
thorities may try to disguise the facts 
and make a fair showing, the gaunt, un- 
happy truth is that another famine will 
follow in the wake of the last, and that 
the crops have again failed, as might 
have been expected by any one who 
cared to investigate and get at the very 
root of the trouble.

For our information as to the exact 
condition we do not depend on casual 
newspaper reports. We base our opin- 
ions on what we learn direct from the in- 
terior, from those who last year were en- 
gaged in relieving distress, and who are 
still laboring to help the destitute. Dur- 
ing the last few weeks we have received 
a number of private letters from the in- 
terior of Russia. These unanimously 
testify to the unhappy condition of the 
people and the absolute failure of the 
crop. One correspondent writes briefly 
and pathetically: “This is another bad 
year for Russia.” Says another: “The 
people in our district are in great need

Minneapolis mills continued at a very heavy 
rate of production, and made moderate sales, 
at low prices. 

At New York there was, possibly, a little more 
—— inquiry for spring wheat flour, but the 
volume of trade was not large and prices were low. 

Our Boston telegram represents flour as in very 
moderate request, as conditions stand. 

Owing to the demoralization in wheat and the 
holidays, trade at Baltimore was of small conse- 
quence, with buyers discouraged. 

Milwaukee turned out somewhat less flour, bus- 
ines not encouraging the utmost efforts of the 
mills. 

Indiana mills generally ran full time and re- 
ported considerable business, but at extremely 
low prices. 

In Michigan shipments of flour and feed fell off 
decidedly, particularly to New England points. 
Wheat is coming less freely from farmers’ hands 
than heretofore. 


Our Duluth and Superior correspondent states 
that there is talk of considerable increases of ca- 
pacity at those points, aside from mills already 
projected or building. 

The grain traffic at Buffalo is too much for 
the roads, and the canal is doing a big business 
at high rates. Little or no flour has been accum- 
ulated there yet, owing to the eastward movement. 

Rochester millers are unanimous in considering 
the flour market about as bad as possible.

of help. They are suffering more severe- 
ly than even last year. Then, at least, 
we had a little oats. This year there are 
none and nothing to feed the cattle on.” 
From a third we learn: “This year is 
still harder than the last, as the summer 
crop has completely failed. Fuel and 
fodder are both scarcer than last year.” 
Another reports: “The condition of 
many villages in our neighborhood this 
year promises to be, if possible, even 
worse than last.” The same story comes 
from still another correspondent, who 
says: “The crops in our district have 
been very bad this harvest; in fact, 
much worse than last year’s. Not only 
has rye completely failed, but the oats, 
which in 1891 were not very bad, have 
all been burnt up by the tropically hot 
summer. The peasantry, after last year’s 
dearth, are now without any savings, 
either in money or grain. In a word, 
they are in a state of most complete des- 
titution.” The writer of the last letter 
quoted from resides in a district person- 
ally visited by the representative of the 
Miller last April. At that time the crop 
prospects locally were spoken of most 
hopefully, far better than elsewhere. 
From a different correspondent we learn 
that in the northern part of Samara the 
crops have again completely failed, ow- 
ing to a repetition of last year’s drouth. 
*% * * 

THE letters we quote from are from 
different persons, thoroughly respon- 
sible and reliable, who live in various 
and widely separated parts of the 
valley of the Volga. They prove, be- 
yond doubt, that, whatever may be 
the routine reports given out official- 
ly, the actual condition of the people 
is really worse than in last year, and 
that Russia is once more unprepared 
to export. While, despite the facts, she 
may sell a considerable portion of her 
grain abroad, she will do so at the ex- 
pense of her own people. The cables 
show that a serious crisis exists in the 
Russian grain trade and that there is no 
sale for grain from the interior. Prices 
are steadily falling. This indicates that 
the exporters, who were taught a lesson 
last year, have’ vo heart to repeat their 
hard experience this season. Anticipat- 
ing the early prohibition of grain exports, 
they have no desire to engage in the 
risky undertaking of buying and getting 
the stuff away before the ukase is pub- 
lished. Up to date there appears to be 
no life in the Russian export trade and 
that this is so is a result of the condition 
back of all—the absolute destitution of 








the peasant. Should the Russian trade | Baltim 


remain as flat as at present, it may not 
be necessary for the government to call 
attention to the poverty of its people by 
forbidding exports. @ movement is 
not yet sufficiently great to warrant such 
action, but should any marked activity 
be shown it would not surprise us very 
much to learn of the issuance of an im- 
perial edict similar to that promulgated 
last year.

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 26. 

There was a small increase in the 
amount of flour ground last week, the 
figures coming next to the unprecedent- 
ed run of the week ended Oct. 8. The 
total was 224,460 bbls, or 37,410 bbls dai- 
ly. The week before the output was 121,- 
970 bbls; for the corresponding time in 
1891, 205,720 bbls; in 1890, 157,850 bbls. 
No disposition is shown to slacken the im- 
mense pace at which the mills are run- 
ning, as the same 20 are going again this 
week, at a rate representing between 37,- 
000 and 38,000 bbls for every working day. 
It is felt that colder weather is not far 
away and that a shortage of water power 
will soon develop. The volume of water 
in the river is already showing a tend- 
ency to fall away, and about every drop 
is now required to drive the mills in mo- 
tion. The reservoirs io the north, which 
have, for a number of weeks, contribut- 
ed quite largely to the stage of water, 
will be closed early in November, and 


from that on it is expected that there will | 5 


be a shortage in power. When this oc- 
curs, more or less steam power will have 
to be brought into use, at an increased 
cost, in order to keep up the present rate 
of output. In the pressure to get traf- 
fic eastward before the close of naviga- 
tion, a decided scarcity of cars has de- 
veloped, and millers are having a great 
deal of trouble to secure enough to 
handle the current output. The trans- 
portation lines are also limiting the 
amount of flour taken via the Lake Su- 
perior ports. For a week back the flour 
market has been pretty dull, and the 
mills have probably not made more than 
enough sales to offset half the output. 
Most firms, however, have a considera- 
ble number of orders accumulated, and 
they are now drawing partly from them 
tokeep going. Foreigners are still back- 
ward and do not buy very freely. They 
want patent mainly, and take hold when 
prices are made to suit them. Bakers’ 
drags badly, and low grade and red dog 
are almost unsalable. Quotations, on 
this account, are gradually sagging, and 
present an extremely low range. Some 
millers are running part of their red dog 
into the shorts bin and making a better 
low grade, figuring that this 1s the most 
advantageous plan, under the present 
condition of things. The direct exports 
last week were 89,750 bbls, against 83,740 
bbls for the week before.

G. E. White, assignee of the Scandi- 
navian Elevator Co., which failed about 
three years ago, has begun suit in the 
district court against some 200 farmers 
to compel them to pay, as stockholders 
of the company, about $12,000 liabilities, 
under the law of the double liability of 
stockholders. Some time ago a demur- 
rer was interposed against the assignee 





instituting the suit instead of the cred- 
itor, but it was set aside. Most of the 
farmers interested claim that they were 
victimized by C.C. Wolcott, who rep- 
resented to them that he would erect 
a large elevator at Redwood Falls, pay 
lc to 5c more per bushel for wheat than 
others, store their grain free of charge, 
and give big dividends. 


Wm. Hamilton, a miller who had re- 
sided in Minneapolis since 1879, died Sat- 
urday night, of cerebro spinal meningitis, 
after a comparatively short illness. The 
deceased, born at Dundee, Ont, in 1836, 
was of Scotch parentage. He began the 
miller’s trade in New York state at the 
age of 16. During his first seven years’ 
residence here, he was employed in the 
Standard mill, and after that, up to his 
death, in the Washburn C. Mr. Hamilton 
was a man of the most sterling qualities 
and was held in high esteem wherever 
he was known. Being of a cheery and 
kindly disposition, he had a faculty of 
drawing people toward him, and no one 
could come in contact with his sunny 
nature without feeling benefited by it. 
He leaves a wife and a married daughter. 


Expression has been given, probably 
not wholly without authority, to the idea 
that lively skirmishing will be done this 
winter by the all-rail lines to get part of 
the flour-carrying business from the 
northwest. In the summer they are 
pretty effectually kept from getting much 
of this traffic by the low rates made by 
lake. In the winter this business natur- 
ally gravitates toward the across-lake 
lines, owing to their making rates 2c per 
100 lbs less than by all-rail. It is now 
intimated that the all-rail people will, 
next winter, be even more aggressive 
than they were last year, and make terms 
that will be sure to bring them business. 
One or two all-rail lines are said to be al- 
ready willing to accept flour at rates a 
= better than can be obtained across- 
ake. 


According to the last census report, 
Minneapolis has $40,763,700 invested in 
manufactories, capable of turning out an 
annual product valued at $77,000,000. Of 
this, $9,961,000 is invested in the milling 
interest, the plants embraced being val- 
ued at $4,517,000. There is a value of 
$665,000 placed on land, $1,166,300 on 
buildings and $2,685,639 on machinery, 
tools and implements. Live assets are 
$5,436,000, wages paid, $947,000, and the 
average number of hands, 1,455; aggre- 
gate cost of materials used, $24,703,000, 
with the principal material placed at 
$23,000,000; rents $138,000; taxes, $44,000; 
insurance, $141,000; ordinary repairs of 
buildings and machinery, $230,000; inter- 
rest on cash used in business, $230,000; 
aggregate value of goods manufactured, 
$27,758,000. 


The annual meeting of the chamber of 
commerce occurred Thursday, when C. 
A. Pillsbury, president elect, and the 
other new officers were installed. F. L. 
Greenleaf, the retiring president, in his 
address, stated that the exchange was in 
a most gratifying condition as to finances, 
already having a sufficient fund to wipe 
out the bonded indebtness of $100,000, 
which matures one year hence. Mean- 
time, the money was being loaned ata 
considerable margin over the amount 
paid out as interest on the bonds. The 
assessments on memberships had been 
reduced from $20 to $10 per year, and, 
should no addition be made to the ex- 
change building, a dividend could be 
paid next year. In speaking of the po- 
sition of the chamber on the anti-option 
bill, he said it had taken active steps to 
defeat the measure, believing it to be 
contrary to the interests of the country. 
President Pillsbury, in taking his new 
office said that if his administration 
could be made as successful as had been 
Mr. Greenleaf’s, he would be well satis- 
fied.

The gear that runs wheat prices slipped 
a cog last week and brought values > ae 
another notch. There is the excuse for 
it, that wheat accumulations are so 
great that no one ventures to put his 
money under them to hold them up. 
They are carried, practically, by specu- 
tors, while others say there is no use for 
investors to venture in and beskinned by 
short sellers. 

“They say” that “farmers hold the key 
to the position.” That the wheat situation 
is in their hands is no doubt true, but 
that their hands may be made to lock or 
unlock at the dictation of whoever 
chooses to become their mentor is ques- 
tionable. The trouble is that the key is 
too numerous, with the myriads of farm- 
ers holding it. When one “Simon says 
thumbs up,” another “Simon says thumbs 
down. To advise the farmers of the 
world to follow the one uniform plan, in- 
tended to bring them all into line, to sell 
or not to sell, except at particular times 
and in particular ways, is about as prac- 
tical as to advise the winds to blow all 
one way. Still “farmers hold the key” to 
the situation all right. Last year they 
were advised to hold their wheat, which 
they did, and this yearthey are scolded 
for having held it, but they neither held 
it because they were advised to, nor 
do they heed the scolding they get 
for it now. In North Dakota 
they held it because there was so 
much rain they could not thresh it. 
In Minnesota they did not hold it in any 
greater proportion than usual, and in 
South Dakota they did not hold at all, 
for they never do. The winter wheat 
farmers of the great middle region never 
before sold so much wheat in the early 
part of the season as they sold last year, 
nor did they ever carry forward to an- 
other crop as much as they did this year, 
all because they had more of it. Some 
sold early because they wanted to and 
others held late because they had to, but 
practically none held because they were 
advised to, nor sold early, only as they 
wanted to. The key might be thrown 
in the well, for all the good it does farm- 
ers to hold it, or for all the good it will 
do others to tell them how to turn it. 
Harvest is always present in some part 
of the world and so is the selling time. 
The time when a farmer will unlock 
his stores, as in the past, will be when he 
feels like it. 

There is a greater quantity of wheat in 
sight than ever before, in this country, 
in October. If it would go out of sight, 
the prospect of a decent rally in prices 
would be more likely. And if it would 
not come in sight so fast, it would the 
sooner go out of sight. Exports are 
very large, and for a month have equaled 
those for the same month last year, 
when they were more than ever before. 








The trouble is not that the wheat is not 
taken freely, but that it goes into com- 
mercial channels more freely. 
rate wheat has come forward on this 
crop season, one, without studying the 
reasons, would naturally think Mr. 
Dodge was too narrow in his October es- 
timates, instead of being too broad, as is 
most generally charged, but the bigger 
the spout the quicker will the hopper run 
empty. Everyone is already looking for 
the end of the large receipts, when a ral- 
ly in the markets is expected. 

The movement of wheat in the north- 
west last week was again large, with ar- 
rivals 2,520,320 bus at Minneapolis for 
the six days ended Saturday, and 1,745,- 
170 bus at Duluth. The winter wheat 
markets did pretty well, too, with 1,724,- 
003 bus of both winter and spring taken 
into Chicago, 923,200 bus into St. Louis 
and 881,058 bus into Detroit and Toledo. 
At the eight leading primary markets, re- 
ceipts were 9,278,980 bus for the week, 
against 10,698,562 bus for the same week 
last year. Still the crop movement for 
the season is above that of last year by 
15,000,000 bus.

FLOUR.—The amount of flour made 
here last week was about the same as in 
the week before and promises to be large 
this week. As much flour was never 
made here in the same length of time as 
has been made this year, with more in 
the last month than in any previous 
month. While flour has not been es- 
pecially active during much of the sea- 
sop, there has been a demand that has 
taken away the unusual production. 
Prices have been relatively low. They 
are low now, as compared with wheat, 
even considering that values of the latter 
are down within about 3c of the lowest 
point ever touched in October. Of 
course, such a statement is equivalent to 
saying that prices of flour are about as 
low as they ever are. They are lower 
than they ought to be, with a proper re- 
spect for the cost of wheat production, 
and also for the cost of flour production. 
A few sales were made from here at 
rather lower prices than those at which 
sales of similar qualities were made in 
the preceding week, though prices then 
were held to be very cheap.

A COAST COMBINATION. 


The Millers of Oregon and Washington 
Perfecting an Organization With 
Which to Stop Rate-Cut- 
ting and Make 
Money. 





For a long time the heavy production 
of flour in Oregon and Washington and 
the close competition among millers 
caused a steady depreciation in prices, 
and a point has now been reached when 
the milling of flour at a loss has ren- 
dered the situation so desperate that the 
millers are open to conviction by argu- 
ments in favor of a combination, under 
which a reduction in the expense of mar- 
keting and a reasonable advance in 

rices will be attained. A movement 
ooking to a general organization has 
been in progress for some months and it 
crystalized by the calling of a prelimin- 
ary meeting in Portland, Sept. 27, which 
was attended by the representatives of 
24 mills. At this meeting the following 
resolutions were adopted and sent to ev- 
ery miller in the two states: 

Whereas, The mills have been running at a 
loss or a very small profit for some time past, and, 
believing that a millowners’ association would be

Resolved, That the millowners of Oregon and 
Washington meet at Portland, Ore., ‘Tuesday, 
Oct, 18, 1892, for the purpose of pamenens or- 
ganization of an association for the mutual pro- 
tection of the millowners in both states. 

In response to this call the representa- 
tives of a milling capacity of about 5,000 
bbls per day assembled in Portland, the 
list of those in attendance embracing the 
following:

At the September meeting Walla Wal- 
la, Wash., was represented by Mr. Isaacs, 
who isin full sympathy with the move- 
ment and will undoubtedly join. T. B. 
Wilcox, of the Portland Flouring Mills 
Co., the largest milling concern north of 
San Francisco, was also present, and in 
an address stated that although he would 
not enter any organization, he was per- 
fectly willing to co-operate heartily in 
its objects, and, so long as it was satis- 
factorily managed, he would act with it 
in placing prices on a profitable basis. 
This was more than was hoped for, as 
the policy of this company has never 
been very friendly toward the small mills 
of the section in which it competes. 
While the big company is conceded con- 
trol of the foreign flour trade of these 
two states, by reason of its ability to 
load a ship at any time, it is an un- 
doubted fact that its recent heavy in- 


258! crease in capacity and the consequent 


increased effort to market the surplus 
locally is chiefly responsible for the ex- 
isting depression in prices. 

One of the leading objects of forming 
an organization was to unite forces in 
loading ships, something which could 
not be done by individual mills, in order 
to secure a share of the foreign trade. 
There may be some disagreement over 
this, however, as many think it would 
antagonize Mr. Wilcox and they think it 
well to conciliate him if possible. 

At the morning session, J. D. Hurst, 
of Aurora, Ore., was elected temporary 
chairman and W. L. Houston, secretary. 
Without transacting any business, the 
meeting then adjourned until 3 p. m., 
after accepting an invitation to dine with 
the popular junior partner of the great 
bag house of Ames & Detrick. The ele- 
gant collation at the Hotel Portland was 
thoroughly enjoyed, and the members of 
the embryo organization were ready for 
business at the appointed hour. 

Upon reassembling a constitution and 








by-laws were adopted and a permanent 
organization was effected by the election 
of the following officers: President, V. 
Kratz, of Portland and McMinnville; 
first vice president, W. Watson, Tacoma, 
Wash.; second vice president, John Nes- 
bitt, Goldendale, Wash.; third vice pres- 
ident, H. Henley, Echo, Ore.; secretary, 
W.S. Hurst, Aurora, Ore.; treasurer, EK. 
Goins, Scio, Ore. 

An executive committee, to consist of 
the president, secretary and five others, 
was then elected and clothed with full 
power to transact all business for the as- 
sociation, the title of which is the Ore- 
gon and Washington Millers’ Associa- 
tion. The five members of this commit- 
tee, in addition to President Kratz and 
Secretary Hurst, are as follows: G. F. 
White, Bickreall, Ore.; W. L. Houston, 
Junction City, Ore.;W.S. Byers, Pendle- 
ton, Ore.; H. P. Isaacs, Walla Walla, 
Wash.; Alex. Miller,North Yakima, Wash. 

The regular meetings of the associa- 
tion are to be held annually, but the ex- 
ecutive committee is empowered to call 
special meetings at any time. 

Forty-two millers, representing a daily 
capacity of some 5,000 bbls, signed the 
constitution. The secretary was instruct- 
ed to forward a copy of the constitution 
and by-laws to every miller in the two 
states and endeavor to secure all as mem- 
bers. 

The object of the association, as out- 
lined above, is to secure better as well 
as uniform, prices for flour, either by re- 
ducing the cost of marketing, or advanc- 
ing the prices, or both. If a share ofthe 
foreign trade can be secured without se- 
riously antagonizing the Portland com- 
pany, this, too, will be done. 

It isnot contemplated to form a trust, 
pure and simple. Few,if any, of the 
mills in these states have made any 
money the past year, and the situation 
has grown steadily worse. In Portland, 
for instance, there are now some twenty 
different selling agents for the interior 
mills, which means that sales are only 
effected at heavy expense. Itis thought 
that this business can be consolidated, 
and one man can handle the product of 
all the mills which ship to this market, 
being so situated that whenever a favor- 
able opportunity offers, he can load a 
ship foreign. There is not much differ- 
ence in the grades of flour, most of the 
mills making but two grades, and the 
chief difference being in the wheats of 
the Willamette valley and those of east- 
ern Oregon and Washington. 

When the meeting adjourned, it was 
with the understanding that active work 
would be done in the next few weeks in 
securing additions to the membership, 
and that, if deamed advisable, the exec- 
utive committee would call a general 
meeting some time in November, for the 
purpose of adopting plans of action and 
putting the same into operation. 

In future correspondence the condi- 
tion of the milling business on the North 
Pacific coast will be fully outlined. 

Tuesday, Oct. 18, the day on which the 
millers’ association was formally organ- 
ized, was set apart as “Millers’ Day” at 
the Portland exposition. The man- 
agement had thoughtfully provided 
unique badges in the shape of miniature 
bags of flour, and there was a large at- 
tendance of the dusties. The general 
program and the specially arranged mu- 
sic of the great American band,of Provi- 
dence, R. I., met with the hearty com- 
mendation of all. WALuvLa.

Business for this week, as shown by 
my report, suffered a decided set-back as 
compared with last week. Shipments of 
flour were but atrifle over half, and the 
feed movement about two-thirds of that 
of the week before. The figures showa 
marked decrease in the movement 
New England points, the amount going 
in that direction being smaller than in 
any week but one since July. There 
was a large increase in business to south- 
ern and southeastern points, the amount 
exceeding anything on this crop. Ex- 
port business is still an insignificant 
item in the total, as it has been all the 
year. Sales show a lower range of prices 
on clears and straights, with about old 
figures for patents, and a marked decline 
in amount of orders taken. There is 
still about two weeks’ run on our mill- 
ers’ books, but, at the rate orders are 
coming in, as compared with shipments, 
the books will soon be clean. There is 
no increase in the amount of flour on 
hand as yet, but wheat in store declined 
several thousand bushels, showing that 
the rush from farmers is over, for the 
time being. at least. It does not seem 
as though it required much nerve on the 
part of farmers to hold wheat at pres- 
ent prices, and, with the usual bad roads 
due at this season, I look for such limit- 
ed receipts from now on, until higher 
prices prevail, as will cause millers much 
trouble to secure necessary stocks if they 
have any orders to fill after those on the 
books are disposed of. The Empire line 
had the best end of the tonnage this 
week, with the Redline a close second. 

Local jobbing prices in both flour and 
feed; all grades and kinds, were at the 
lowest point for the year. Prices paid 
farmers for wheat also declined 4c, 
leaving the figures at low water mark for 
this or any other year, so far as I know. 
Locally the situation is practically un- 
changed, except that wheat has moved 
fairly well, considering the decline in 
price. The mills are all going full time, 
but this will not be kept up beyond a 
week longer, unless there is a marked 
improvement in the demand for flour. 
Manager Breisch, of the North Lansing 
Milling Co., and Mr. Osborn, of the office 
force, were called to Boston this week,to 
look after some matters in which they 
are interested in connection with a fail- 
ure that has recently occurred. About 
once in three months the leading grocers 
here use flour as an advertising medium, 
and, with goods procured from country 
points and elsewhere, they make such 
prices as knock the average dealer silly 
and kill the sale of home manufactured 
flour until the war isover. ‘The millers 
got together this morning and resolved 
to sell straight flour to the trade at $3.10 
and let everybody have a picnic until 
common sense calls a halt on such fool- 
ishness. Meanwhile, the consumer but- 
ters his bread on both sides to make it 
worth the eating and smiles to think he 
is getting back from the miller what was 
extorted from him by the local coal com- 
bine, an organization which, by the way, 
never indulges in any amusement that 
interferes with established prices for 
coal. 

The Whipple Milling Co. reports that 

in the vicinity of Centerville farmers are 
raising the cry that the fly is doing much 
damage to wheat. They also say that the 
receipts from farmers have practically 
stopped. 
The Shelby Milling Co., Shelby, reports 
that the wheat in its vicinity is of the fin- 
est quality and that it never was so busy 
as it is now. 

Colby Milling Co., Dowagiac: “Farm- 
ers are letting up on selling, and, as there 
is much complaint of damage from fly 
through this section, we look for better 
prices if these things are general.” 

W. B. Knickerbocker, Albion: “We are 
knocking around in the same old rut, 
running steadily night and day, and are 
sold ahead to the middle of November. 
The receipts of wheat from wagons have 
dropped off fully two-thirds, on the last 
break in prices, and I think the fall rush 
is over, unless there should be a sharp 
advance in values. Have been running 
a test this week on coal, and it has dem- 
onstrated that the cash laid out on im- 
provement of water power has not been 
foolishly expended.” 

Voigt Milling Co. Grand Rapids: 
“Wheat deliveries from farmers are 








down tonil. The mills are as busy as 
they can be, and, if it was not for steam 
assistance, the Grand Rapids mills would 
all lie idle, as water is scarce. The grow- 
ing wheat crop is looking finely. The 
price of wheat is considerably lower and 
dealers are asking where bottom is. We 
see by the papers that there has been a 
decision by Judge Brewer in the inter-

TOLEDO. 








[Special Correspondence. } 

It has been a broken week in all that 
pertains to commerce and manufactur- 
ing. Everywhere, a day at least has 
been yielded to patriotic display and 
processions. In this respect Toledo 
achieved a remarkable success, and if 
the spirit of Christopher was within 
range of view, it must have enjoyed the 
spectacle. 

The National mill has been idle. I ad- 
vised you last week that the proprietors 
were engaged in placing additional ma- 
chinery, to increase their capacity to 
2,500 barrels per day. This work is 
about completed, and the mill is expect- 
ed to start early next week. The com- 
pany has booked a number of Jarge or- 
ders for eastern and export trade, and is 
now sold ahead equal to its capacity un- 
til Dec. 1. 

The Northwestern Milling Co. has had 
no break in its operation, and its output 
corresponds with that of previous weeks, 
not only with its Toledo mill, but also at 
Loudonville and Mount Vernon. 

Up to Wednesday prices of flour in do- 
mestic and foreign markets had been 
steady, but, as wheat prices have brok- 
en, it is expected that flour sales must 
now be made at a shade decline. The 
profit on the manufacture of flour re- 
mains close, but the mills throughout 
the land are all busy. They do not imi- 
tate the reputed slow movement of the 
goods, but are crowding their capacity 
in all directions. The export movement 
of flour continues in excess of that of 
wheat, and undoubtedly operates as a 
check to the latter. 

I have heretofore estimated the capac- 
ity of the Armada mill below its average 
output. It has averaged equal to 180 
bbls this week, and I estimate the gross 
production of the mills here at 6,000 bbls. 
Of course, this leaves out the mill of 
the National company. 

The dry weather in many parts of our 
country has favorable affected the de- 
mand for millfeed, which is firm and in 
good request at previous week’s prices. 

The movement of wheat the past week, 
considering that, all over the west, one 
day has been nearly a blank, shows re- 
markable results. At Toledo, Detroit, 
St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth, 
Minneapolis and Peoria the receipts have 
been 8,222,000 bus. Of this quantity, 
Duluth and Minneapolis are credited 
with 4,265,000 bus. ‘The receipts in the 
full previous week were 9,297,000 bus, of 
which Minneapolis and Duluth contrib- 
uted 4,450,000 bus. I give below a table 
of the movement of grain from the same 
eight points in the past four weeks:

Receipts of wheat in the week corre- 
sponding to this in 1891 were 8,861,000 
bus. This movement of wheat, corn and 
oats has tired out capitalists who were 
taking the cash grain and selling Decem- 
ber and May, and prices are dropping in 
all directions. If farmers would stop 
their sales, prices might be expected to 
begin to take a higher level, but the 
whole world sees our movement and the 
effect is depressing.

There is entire unanimity among mill- 
ers in the opinion that the flour market 
could not be much more unsatisfactory 
than it is at present. It was quiet last 
week, but there is even less stir now.The 
feeling is weak in the extreme. Not- 
withstanding the low prices, which the 
millers say are certainly at rock bottom 
now, the buyers are holding off with sur- 
prising disregard of the inducements 
which are offered. Sales are only in 
small lots, as arule. Patents may be se- 
cured at $4.50 for car lots f. o. b., and 
millers are pleased to part with the prod- 
uct at that figure. The trade, of course, 
wants concessions on any sales of round 
lots, and it is not certain that they fail 
to get the concessions in all cases. Bak- 
ers’ are, if anything, more dull than pat- 
ents, and may be bought at $3.25@3.40.

Graham and rye flours are in only moder- 


ate demand at unchanged prices. 

Usually, at this time of the year. there 
is considerable wheat in the Whitney 
elevators, but this year there is compar- 
atively little. Millers are not buying 
any more wheat than they have to with 
trade so dull and water in the river so 
low. Of course, nobody can tell just 
when the rains or snows will arrive that 
will bring up the level to a reasonable 
point. Until there is more water, there- 
fore, the millers are likely to show little 
inclination to buy any wheat which they 
do not absolutely need. As the time ar- 
rives for the closing of navigation the 
millers generally aim to secure as much 
wheat as possible in the mills and in 
storage at the reservoirs, but as the ca- 
nal will not close until next month, 
there is still time enough for that. There 
is little street wheat coming in, as the 
demand for that kind of grain is exceed- 
ingly light. Oats are in fair demand and 
supply. Rye sells inasmall way. Bar- 
ley is dull with scarcely any sales, and 
the same may be said of state corn. 
Western corn is quiet, at 49@50c for car 
lots on the track. 

Low water in the river is one of the 
causes that keeps the miller’s life from 
being too serene. It has been lower this 
week than at any time before this season. 
All the mills having steam plants are 
now using them to supplement the wa- 
ter power. In the day, especially, the 
power is insuftlicient and as the great ma- 
jority of the mills depend entirely on 
water power they suffer accordingly. At 
night some of the water right owners 
in other branches of business shut down 
and the millers, having the advantage of 
this additional power, make the most of 
it. Naturally, the thoughts of the mill- 
ers at such times as this turn to the state 
commission on water storage in the Gen- 
esee river. The commissioners have thor- 
oughly examined the project, looking 
over the ground of the proposed big dam 
themselves, besides having the most ex- 
tensive surveys and borings made. In 
January next, when the legislature re- 
assembles, it is hoped the report of the 
commission may be presented early in 
the session, so that speedy action on it 
may be had. The most perplexing prob- 
lem will probably be as to assessing the 
costs, whether entirely on the state or 
partly on the city, or whether a private 
company should be allowed to put the 


enterprise through. 








J. A. Hinds, of J. A. Hinds & Co., Hen- 
ry D. Stone, of the Irving mill, C. BE. An- 
gle, of the Moseley & Motley Milling Co., 
and John H. Chase, of the Arcade mill, 
were the Rochester representatives at 
the celebration of the Erie canal’s cen- 
tennial anniversary in Buffalo this week.

Those interested ex- 
press themselves as confident that the 
venture will be made and will prove a 
success, but are not yet prepared to give 
any further facts as to the company’s af- 
fairs or the proposed location of the ele- 


vator.

Wm. H. Duffett, junior member of J. 
A. Hinds & Co., is not recognized by 
many of his best friends these days, for 
he has blossomed out in a bushy full 
beard, of astrictly auburn hue, which, 
while not detracting from his conceded- 
ly handsome appearance in any way, 
adds a certain amount of dignity. He 
has not yet decided whether it will be 
safe to go on the road with the beard, as, 
of course, it would necessitate consider- 
able explanation abroad as to his identi- 
ty.

NEW YORK CITY. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

The developments in the flour market 
this week have been unimportant. There 
has, perhaps, been a little more export 
inquiry for the better and medium grades 
of spring wheat flour for export, but this 
inquiry has not resulted in a large vol- 
ume of trade. Sales have been made at 
rather low prices, and, notwithstanding 
the talk about a firmer tone to the mar- 
ket, and that millers have been asking 
higher prices, there has been a general 
disposition on the part of holders to meet 
any bids that were in the market. The 
local trade, seeing this condition of af- 
fairs, has not been disposed to buy flour 
in any quantity, though it is stated by 
people in a position to know, that some 
of the large dealers have accumulated 
quite large stocks within the past month. 
It is also alleged that this accumulation 
has not been at any advance in prices. 
In fact, it is claimed that the purchases 
that have been made have been at figures 
which would surprise the general trade 
if made public. It said that some lines 
of flour have been pressed on the market, 
not openly, but in a quiet way, and, ow- 
ing to the low prices asked, have been 
taken. Generally, however, the trade has 
been very slow and jobbers do not want 
flour unless it can be obtained at their 
own figures. Such a state of the trade, 
of course, makes a very dull business. 

There has, in the past few days, been 
some indication of reviving export in- 
quiry, and export bids have been at a 
little better price than those ruling a 
short time ago. Judging from the ca- 
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bles received by local exporters, condi- 
tions on the other side are by no means» 
as desperate as has been made out by 
the bears. The discovery in England that 
the crop is panning out under expecta- 
tions, and that a — deal of it is damp 
and unfit for milling has had quite an 
influence on the tone of the market there, 
seeming to cause a revival of interest. 
If the interior arrivals would only let 7 
for a little while, the conditions woul 
seem to warrant a good export business 
and perhaps some advance in prices. 

At present the feeling is general here 
that farmers are getting rid of their sur- 
plus stocks as rapidly as possible, and 
when the demand does come from the 
other side to a pronounced extent the 
farmers will not be the ones who will get 
the profit. ° 

During the latter part of the week busi- 
ness has been almost completely at a 
standstill in New York, owing to the 
holidays. On Thursday there was very 
little business done, and that at conces- 
sions in price. On Friday the market was 
closed,and on Saturday there was less 
than usual, as many merchants were 
away over the holidays and did not think 
it worth while to come down for the 
short session on Saturday. 

Exports of flour from the four ports 
for this week have been 231,000 bbls, a 
decrease as compared with the same time 
last week of 43,800 bbls. Exports from 
all Atlantic ports since Sept. 1, have 
been 2,274,000 bbls, of which 1,614,000 
bbls have been to the United Kingdom, 
166,000 bbls to the continent and 294,000 
bbls to the southern markets. Total ex- 

rts from all ports for the past week have 
ne fairly good, amounting to 3,270,000 
bbls. Since July 1, exports from the 
United States have been 62,300,000 bus, 
against 75,300,000 bus last year. The 
supply, on the other hand, has been im- 
mensely greater, the receipts up to to- 
day having been 127,000,000 bus, against 
109,000,000 bus last year. This shows 
that the net increase in supply has been 
31,000,000 bus, with a crop 100,000,000 
bus short.

LONG AND SHORT HAUL. 








The salient parts of Judge Brewer's 
argument in his late revolutionary de- 
cision with regard to the long and 
short haul provision of the interstate 
law are given below: 

1. Congress has not attempted to re- 
quire that the tariffs on all roads must 
be uniform, nor has it attempted to place 
a limit in figures beyond which no com- 
pany may go in itscharges. The laws 
of business and of competition have as 
yet been deemed sufficient restraints in 
that direction. The Rock Island, is be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri river, a 
parallel and competing road with the de- 
fendant company, yet there is nothing 
in the commerce act which compels eith- 
er company to charge for through or lo- 
cal transportation the same as its com- 

titors. Either company may reduce 
its rates as far as it pleases below what 
is reasonable and a fair compensation 
for the service without violating the act, 
and such reduction compels no change 
by its competitor or any other company. 

2. Where two companies owing con- 
necting lines of roads unite in a joint 
through tariff they form for the connect- 
ing roads practically a new and inde- 
pendent line. Neither company is bound 
to adjust its own local tariff to suit the 
other, nor compellable to make a joint 
tariff with it. It may insist upon charg- 
ing its local rates for all transportation 





over its line. If, therefore, the two com- 
panies by agreement make a joint tariff 
over their lines or any parts of their lines, 
such joint tariff is not a basis by which 
the reasonableness of the local tariff of 
either line is determined. To illustrate: 
On the defendant’s road the distance 
from Turner to Chicago is 30 miles; on 
the Lake Shore line from Chicago to 
Cleveland it is 200 or 300 miles; the de- 
fendant company may charge 15c for 
transporting grain the 30 miles from 
Turner to Chicago, provided that be, in 
fact, only a reasonable charge for the 
service, though the Lake Shore company 
charges no more for transporting it from 
Chicago to Cleveland; and the fact that 
the rate on each line is 15c for the dis- 
tance named will not prevent the two 
companies from making a joint tariff for 
grain shipped from Turner to Cleveland 
of 12c; less than the local tariff of either. 

What we mean to decide is that a 
through tariff on a joint line is not the 
standard by which the separate tariff of 
either company is to be measured or 
condemned. ‘This proposition may not 
be as obvious as the former, and yet a 
careful study of the act leaves no doubt 
of its correctness. In the first section a 
definition is given of the term “rail- 
road,” which, in addition to bridges and 
ferries, includes “also all the road in use 
by any corporation operating a railroad, 
whether owned or operated under a con- 
tract, agreement or lease.” A joint tariff 
does not bind road to road in the sense 
that the two are used or operated by 
either corporation. There is neither 
unity of ownership nor unity of opera- 
tion, but only a singleness of charge and 
a continuity of transportation over con- 
necting roads. Neither is there any 
mandate to connecting companies to sur- 
render any control over their own roads 
or to unite in a joint tariff. “Reasona- 
able, proper and equal facilities for the 
interchange of traffic” are commanded by 
the third section, but with the provision, 
“this shall not be construed as requiring 
any such common carrier to give the 
use of its track or terminal facilities to 
another carrier engaged in like business.” 
No power existed at common law and 
none is given by the act of court or com- 
mission to compel connecting compa- 
nies to contract with each other, to aban- 
don full control of their separate roads 


0 or to unite ina joint tariff. The whole 


matter is left to the voluntary action of 
the companies, and in forming by agree- 
ment any joint tariff, the basis of divis- 
ion and the proportion of moneys each 
shall take is also a matter left to their de- 
termination. 

The denunciation of the fourth section 
is against each separate common carrier, 
for its violation of the “long and short 


85 | haul” clause, on its own line. The lan- 


guage is: “That it shall be unlawful for 
any common carrier subject to the pro- 
visions of this act to charge or receive 
any greater compensation in the aggre- 
gate for the transportation of passengers 
or of like kind of property, under sub- 
stantially similar circumstances and con- 
ditions, for a shorter than for a longer 
distance over the same line, in the same 
direction,the shorter being included with- 
in the longer distance.” The use of the 
word “line” is significant. Two carriers 
may use the same road, but each has its 
separate line. The defendant may lease 
trackage rights to any other railroad 
company; but the joint use of the same 
track does not create the “same line,” so 
as to compel either company to graduate 
its tariff by that of the other. 

Further, by section 6 every common 
carrier is required to print and publish 
at every depot along its own road sched- 
ules showing its rates and fares and 
charges. There is a prohibition against 
advancing rates without giving notice; 
and in case of a reduction, notice thereof 
must be immediately posted. Whereas 
in reference to joint tariffs the requisi- 
tion is simply that each common carrier 
furnish to the commission a copy of cll 
contracts therefor, as well as copies of 
the joint tariff; and power is given tothe 
commission to determine the amount of 
publication that shall be required. 

Again at the time of the passage of 
this act joint through tariffs were well 
known, as well as the fact that they were 
generally less than the sum of the local 
tariffs, and not distributed between the 
several companies making them accord- 
ing to the mere matter of mileage. In 
this act joint tariffs are recognized; and 





if congress had intended to make the lo- 
cal tariff subordinate to or measured by 
the joint tariff, its language would have 
been clear and specific. 

It is worthy of note that in the de- 
bates which attended the passage of 
this bill through the two houses, and 
while this matter was under discussion, 
it was again and again said by those 

articipating in the debates t the 
ine formed under the joint tariff of con- 
necting companies was one separate and 
independent from that of either of the 
connecting companies; and also worthy 
of note, that in the actual administra- 
tion of affairs by the interstate commerce 
commission, the same thing has been 
constantly recognized.

The London Times states that the 
threshings of wheat in England do not 
come in a more favorable form than did 
the estimates of the crop, and in the ma- 
jority of cases the return has been dis- 
appointing, both in quality and quantity; 
further, it is found that this cereal is not 
generally in such a condition as to lead 
to an expectation of large quantities be- 
ing forced upon the market.

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CANADA’S FUTURE. 


Hon. J. W. Longley, Attorney-General of 
Nova Scotia, Discusses This Im- 
portant Question from a Num- 
ber of Points of View. 





The treatise which follows was pub- 
lished originally in the Lake Magazine of 
Toronto, and was afterward re-issued in 
pamphlet form by Erastus Wiman, with 
a view to its wider distribution. The 
subject here treated is one of the great- 
est interest to Americans, as well as Ca- 
nadiang, and we reprint the article as de- 
serving of careful consideration from the 
readers of this paper: 

Though the most important and far- 
reaching question that can possibly en- 
gage the attention of the Canadian peo- 
ple, it is only very recently that any 
large number of Canadians have begun 
to manifest any realinterest in the sub- 
ject of Canada’s future. The present is 
fairly comfortable, and the tendency 
among masses is to be indifferent to all 
matters which do not actually press 
themselves upon their notice by some 
palpable inconvenience. Yet it seems 
beyond all doubt that Canadians will, 
sooner or later, realize that the problem 
must be seriously faced. Differences of 
opinion may and must continue to exist 
as tothe wisest and best solution, but all 
thoughtful persons must agree that col- 
onists we can not always remain, and 
many will recognize that it is not honor- 
able nor desirable that colonists we 
should much longer remain. 

While the time has passed for being in- 
different, the time has not yet come for 
dogmatizing. A great many things have 
to be carefully, indeed anxiously, 
weighed. The stage of discussion has 
been reached, and it is the duty of intel- 
ligent men to think about it, to reflect 
gravely upon the question, and speak 
fully and without passion or prejudice in 
regard to the issue. 

The purpose of this paper is simply to 
clear the ground so that the discussion, 
which is bound to come, may be rational 
and fair. More than one alternative is 
presented to the Canadian people, and if 
& wise decision is to be reached, the most 
absolute and unfettered freedom must 
be afforded for presenting all sides of the 
question. This statement is necessary, 
because many of those who are speaking 
upon this momentuous question ap- 
proach itas if it were base or treasona- 
ble to advocate any other than one alter- 
native. We are constantly reminded 
that we are British subjects and owe al- 
legiance to the British sovereign, and 
that it is, therefore, wicked, ungrateful 
and ignoble to suggest any alternative 
except that associated with the British 
empire. We are at liberty to accept 
any changes within the scope of British 
citizenship, but to go outside would be 
traitorous and vile. It may be that our 
true interests will continue to be bound 
up with the empire of which we at pres- 
ent form a part, but most men will pre- 
fer to reach this conclusion after a care- 
ful examination and full investigation of. 
all the other alternatives. 

Speaking in general terms, it may be 
said that Canadians have the choice of at 
least four alternatives: 

1, Remaining as we are—a colonial 
possession of the empire. 

2. Adirect political alliance with the 
empire, involving representation in the 
nominal councils and a share in the re- 
sponsibilities and achievements of the 
whole nation. 

3. Political union with the great En- 
glish nation lying beside us on this con- 
tinent, with which we are intimately as- 
sociated and connected by geography, 
race, language, laws and civilization. 

4.°‘An independent nationality, with 
our own flag and our own national re- 
sponsibilities. 

These four seem to embrace all the al- 
ternatives within the range of practical 
politics. Of course, it is open to the Ca- 
nadian people to seek an alliance with 
France, Germany or any other nation, 
but such solutions are simply imagina- 
tive and do not represent any principle 
or reason. But each one of the four pre- 
sented are natural, and on behalf of any 
one of them much can be said. All of 


them are in the minds of thoughtful peo- 
ple, and all are so far within range of 
the possible and practical that they 


ought to be weighed carefully, and no 





decision should be reached until the 
contingencies which each presents have 
been maturely considered. 

Iam going to repeat the remark that 
no wise conclusion can be reached unless 
there be untrammeled discussion, and, 
therefore, there must be no degrees of 
virtue in the advocacy of one alternative 
over another. There can be no discus- 
sion at all if such a thing as gag law be 
applied. Therefore, I lay down the wide 
principle that any citizen of Canada is 
absolutely free to advocate any one of 
the four alternatives presented, and as 
free to advocate one as another. Nor 
can the position of the citizen in any way 
affect this right. What is honorable for 
an independent citizen to do can not be 
dishonorable for an office-holding citizen 
to do, and what is base and improper for 
a man holding office to say or doin re- 
spect of the destinies of his country can 
not possibly be right and high-minded in 
a man not holding office. In this view I 
must, with great reluctance, on account 
of the great respect and regard I have 
for Sir Oliver Mowat, respectfully take 
issue with his action in relation to his 
officer, Mr. Elgin Myers,Q.C. There is 
no man in Canada for whom I have 
greater esteem than the able and high- 
minded premier of Ontario. I am his 

litical friend and I trust his personal 

riend as well. Nor do I deny his right 
to remove officers serving under him who 
are distasteful to him. But, with a full 
sense of the responsibility of my words, I 
declare that I know of no law, civil or 
moral, which prevents Mr. Elgin Myers 
or any other Canadian from advocating 
political union with the United States. 
That he is a sworn official has nothing to 
do with the case, so far as I can see. Sir 
Oliver Mowat is the premier and attor- 
ney-general of Ontario. Is there any law 
which commands him to remain silent if 
his judgment becomes satisfied that the 
union of this country with the United 
States would be the best destiny avail- 
able for his country? 

John Bright, one of the bravest and 
most patriotic Britons of modern times, 
while a member of the parliament of 
Great Britain and under the obligations 
of an “oath,” if that could make any dif- 
ference, repeatedly advocated the union 
of Canada and the United States in the 
most clear and emphatic terms. Here 
are his words: 

“T should say that if a man had agreat 
heart within him he would rather look 
forward to the day when from that point 
of land which is habitable nearest the 
pole to the shores of the great gulf the 
whole of that vast continent might be- 
come one great confederation of states— 
without a great army and without a 
great navy—not mixing itself up with 
the entanglements of European politics 
—without a custom-house inside through 
the whole length and breadth of its ter- 
ritory—and with freedom everywhere,law 
everywhere, peace everywhere. Sucha 
confederation would afford at least some 
hope that man is not forsaken of heaven, 
and that the future of our race may be 
better than the past.”—Rochdale, Dec. 4, 
1861. 

Again: 

“T see one vast confederation, stretch- 
ing from the frozen north in unbroken 
line to the glowing south, and from the 
wild billows of the Atlantic westward to 
the calmer waters of the Pacific main— 
and I see one people, and one language, 
and one law, and one faith, and, over all 
that wide continent the home of freedom, 
and a refuge for the oppressed of every 
race and every clime.”—Birmingham, 
Dec. 18, 1862. 

Is there any Canadian so spiritless as 
to deny to himself the same right to 
speak of the destiny of his own country 
which is enjoyed without question by a 
member of the English commons? [am 
an official and an adviser of the queen’s 
representative in the province of Nova 
Scotia, I am bound to discover all plots 
and intrigues against the constituted 
authority and government of the coun- 
try. If any persons were discovered 
banding themselves together by secret 
conspiracy to hand over this country to 
a foreign power, or clandestinely drilling 
or making preparations for armed effort, 
it would be my duty, as it would be my 
solicitude and pride, to bring them in- 
stantly to justice. But that is quite an- 
other matter from openly exercising the 
privileges of free speech, and by fair ar- 
gument and honest reason seeking to 


~ 





convince the judgment of their fellow 
countrymen. 

The especial advocates of the imperial 
federation idea always seek to deprive 
the subject of the character of a fair de- 
bate upon the merits. It is their favorite 
idea to recall the glories of the British 
empire, the pleasant relations which have 
always existed between the Canadian 
provinces and the home government, the 
obligations which we have incurred by 
accepting for so many years the foster- 
ing care and protection of the old fiag, 
and the bonds of fealty by which we are 
bound to the old land. All these may be 
admitted. But, after all, there isa pure- 
Vy practical side to the question. Inci- 

ents surround the matter which can not 
be ignored. While primarily British 
subjects, and owning a willing allegiance 
to the sovereign who rules over the Brit- 
ish empire, the time must necessarily ar- 
rive when a given number of millions of 
people, with a splendid country, and sep- 
arated some thousands of miles from the 
cradle of the race, must seriously consid- 
er the special interests of their own 
country. It is idle to talk of Canada 
and Great Britain asone country. Not- 
withstanding the political ties which 
now bind us together, they are essential- 
ly two countries, and it may happen to 
the intelligent recognition of both, that 
a point will be reached when their inter- 
ests may lie in divergent directions. The 
problem is this: Here is a mother coun- 
try great and powerfultoday. From her 
shores some colonists set sail some day 
and take possession of a new land of 
large dimensions. The colony is found- 
ed and seeks and freely obtains, from 
motives of mutual interests and glory, 
the protection and support of the mother 
land. The position is recognized fully 
on both sides. Years pass by, and the 
colony grows and prospers, until at 
length it assumes national proportions. 
The relation of colony, which sat natur- 
ally and becomingly once, becomes not 
only inconvenient, but almost ridiculous 
when efflux of time has developed a puis- 
sant nation. The moment comes when, 
with the kindest of feeling, the younger 
community lays aside the garb of de- 
pendence and assumes the becoming 
robe of independence. Is there anything 
unnatural, ungrateful or base in this? 1 
confess frankly I can not so regard it. 
On the other hand, it seems perfectly 
natural and proper. 

Again, in the discussion of this ques- 
tion, sentiment is appealed to in the most 
vehement manner. Upon this point there 
is need of clear definition. Inthe work 
of building up a nation there must needs 
be sentiment—without it there can be 
no consolidation, no strength, no perma- 
nency. A man’s country is,in an en- 
larged sense, his home. For it he must 
have love, and in it he must have pride. 
No wise person would think of denying 
this. But there must be more than mere 
sentiment in the constitution of a nation. 
To have success in national life there 
must be community of interest in the 
component parts. But, coming to the 
case of Canada, where we are anxiously 
appealing to sentiment among the peo- 
ple in settling its destiny, it is a proper 
question to ascertain to what and to 
whom the generous instincts of a lofty 
patriotism are due. That Canadians 
should love their country and bend every 
energy to its prosperity and glory, none 
will deny. But here comes in the blunt 
question—what isthe Canadian’s coun- 
try? Is it Canada, orisit Great Britain? 
If the first and supreme obligations of 

atriotism belong to Great Britain, then 
ove for Canada as such is practically 
treason. To state such a proposition is 
to demonstrate its absurdity. There is 
hardly a rational being within the bounds 
of this dominion who will not agree that 
instinct as well as duty impel an unfal- 
tering love and devotion to this, our own 
country, and inspire this as the first and 
irresistible impulse of every patriotic 
Canadian. We love our empire because 
it is our empire, and because our inter- 
ests are at this moment bound up in its 
common welfare. But it does not fol- 
low that the time will not come when 
Canadians will have a right to decide 
that their interests and those of Great 
Britain diverge, and their duty demands 
a separate career. Let us not ignorethe 
value and power of sentiment, but let us 
also see that it is properly conceived and 
rightly directed. If any devoted impe- 
trialist doubte the accuracy of the propo- 


sition that the period can ever arise when 
a colony, so ed, can honorably assume 
the responsibilities of a separate nation- 
ality, let him suppose, if he will, that 
Canada shall remain a colony for the 
next eighty years. By that time the pop- 
ulation will probably be about forty 
millions and the accumulated wealth 
enormous. The population of the Brit- 
ish Isles is not likely to increase much 
in that period, and we shall have the 
problem: Great Britain forty millions 
and Canada forty millions. Who will 
say that one country has better right to 
independent national existence than the 
other, or that one is under any more loy- 
al obligation to bea dependency of the 
other? I understand the contract be- 
tween a colony and a parent country to 
be fittingly illustrated by the contract 
between parent and child. During the 
period of childhood there is to be pro- 
tection on the part of the parent and 
obedience and devotion on the part of the 
child. When the child is grown up it is 
his duty, as well as his right, to seek and 
assume the responsibilities of life on his 
own account, if a son, or, if a daughter, 
to bid a fond adieu to the old home and, 
bathed in paternal blessings, to seek a 
new home under entirely different aus- 
pices. 

Bout the imperialist will say that the in- 
terests of Canada are most intimately 
bound up with the British empire, and, 
consequently, the best possible course for 
us is to become a co-ordinate part, shar- 
ing its possibilities and its fortunes. 
This is a fair proposition; it is one 
well worthy to be discussed. But it 
involves another proposition, abso- 
lutely essential to ali discussion 
whatever—namely, the right of the 
Canadian people freely to decide the 
question. If the best interests of Cana- 
aa are to be subserved by imperial fed- 
eration, then I am for imperial federa- 
tion, because I am for the best interests 
of Canada, and because I claim the right 
as a Canadian to decide the destinies of 
my country according to its highest in- 
terests. But while I am listening intent- 
ly to the proposition of my imperialist 
friend, another steps forward and says: 
But I am prepared to show that the best 
interests of Canada will be subserved by 
an independent national existence. True, 
the sentiment lies in that direction. We 
have a great heritage, and are fast devel- 
oping a deep-seated national pride. To 
us Canada is the dearest name among 
the nations of the earth. Let us have 
faith and courage, and, facing the awful 
responsibilities of today, bequeath to our 
children a country worthy of their love 
and bright with glorious promises. To 
quote the stirring words of Roberts: 

How long the indolence, ere thou dare 
Achieve thy destiny, seize thy fame— 
Ere our proud eyes behold thee bear 
A nation’s franchise, nation’s name? 

Here, then, I have two distinct propo- 
sitions presented to my consideration. 
Both appeal to the instincts of patriot- 
ism, and alike inflame the imagination. 
Both present features well worthy of se- 
rious reflection from the standpoint of 
material interest. How can I or any oth- 
er Canadian upon whom will be imposed 
the responsibility of ultimately deciding 
the question, reach an intelligent and 
wise decision unless the fullest latitude 
be given to the discussion of the relative 
merits of both? And what is the use of 
discussion at all if there be some occult, 
mysterious and overshadowing obligation 
to Great Britain, which renders it dis- 
honorable for me and my fellow Canadi- 
ans to exercise our judgment and make 
a free choice? 

As between imperial federation and in- 
dependence there are, after all, few ra- 
tional beings in Canada who will ques- 
tion the right of the Canadian people to 
fairly discuss and freely decide. A few 
gushing loyalists may rave, but the in- 
nate common sense of the Canadian peo- 
ple will decide once and for all that the 
Canadian people are free to choose their 
own destiny. But there is one step far- 
ther to go before we have cleared the 
ground for a fair discussion of the ques- 
tion. 

After my imperial federation friend has 
dazzled me with his pictures of a united 
empire, and my Canadian first friend has 
influenced me with the glories of an in- 
dependent national life, yet a third steps 
forward and claims my attention. What 
is his message? Let him speak, and give 
him respectful audience: “Why need we 
seek alliances with European countries,” 
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he says, “when we have the full outlines 
of a most perfect civilization on our own 
continent? Why do you seek to impose 
upon Canadians the burden of maintain- 
ing a standing army, simply to take a 
hand in the selfish game of European 
diplomacy? Beside us on this continent 
is a nation that, within the compass of a 
little more than a century, has out- 
stripped in population, in accumulated 
wealth, and internal resources, the great- 
est of European nations. She stands 
without a rival in industrial progress. 
Every citizen is a wage-earner and a pro- 
ducer, while every nation in Europe is 
supporting hundreds of thousands of 
men in idleness so far as productive re- 
turns are concerned, solely as a nation- 
al police, and a necessary safeguard 
against invasion and conquest. In Amer- 
ica standing armies are needless, because 
we are not concerned in the wastes and 
burdens which afflict the military-ridden 
nations of modern Europe. Beside us 
and sharing the continent with us is a 
nation speaking the same language, 
sprung from the same race,and animated 
by the same impulses as ourselves. The 
United States was once a colony like 
ourselves, and derived its origin from the 
same cradle. With its enormous prog- 
ress it must in time have established an 
independent nationality in any case. Un- 
der normal conditions the communities 
which now constitute Canada would 
have been linked with the communities 
which now form the United States. Un- 
fortunately, incidents occurred more 
than a century ago which caused them 
to separate from the mother-land in an- 
ger and by force. We in Canada repre- 
sent, for the most part, the descendants 
of those who preferred to stand by the 
empire. But history has decided that 
the résisting colonists were justified, and 
time has demonstrated that as descend- 
ants of the great Anglo-Saxon race they 
had the capacity for self-government 
and the power to achieve the most won- 
derful national progress the world has 
ever seen. Time has mellowed the old 
animosities and completely changed the 
conditions under which our ancestors 
separated from theirs. Why should we 
longer remain apart? Our interests are 
identical. Why should we form an alli- 
ance with less than forty millions of peo- 
ple in a country several thousands of 
miles away and with national interests 
distinctly diverse, when we can form an 
alliance with over sixty millions at our 
own doors with common national inter- 
ests? The forty millions in the British 
Islands have pretty nearly reached their 
measure of expansion, but the sixty mill- 
ions of English-speaking people beside 
us will soon become hundreds of millions, 
and exercise a commanding influence 
among the nations of the earth. Why 
should we load ourselves with the bur- 
dens of a separate national government 
when, under a federal system, one cen- 
tral executive can govern a whole conti- 
nent as effectively as half a continent? 
Do we want a destiny that will fire the 
imagination? Then let us take John 
Bright’s advice, and unite the great En- 
glish race in North America and be- 
queath to our children a scope and a des- 
tiny unparalleled in the annals of man- 
kind. Inso doing we shall be render- 
ing the greatest service in our power to 
the great nation to which we now belong, 
and to which we are bound by so many 
ties of honor and affection. To the great 
English-speaking communities which 
have sprung from her loins, Great Brit- 
ain must look for her allies and support- 
ers in her great civilizing mission in the 
world. The only cause of friction be- 
tween Britain and her greatest offspring 
is Canada. The petty disputes about 
fisheries, seals,canals, railways and bond- 
ing priviléges are the sole remaining hin- 
drance to an absolutely friendly alliance. 
Let us then, with Britain’s consent, seek 
an equal alliance with our separated 
brothers, and make our changed allegi- 
ance the occasion of a treaty of perpetual 
friendship and mutual defence between 
the two great nations of the English 
race.” 

This is the third proposition, presented 
to my consideration by the advocate of a 
united North America. What he says, 
be it understood, may be all fallacy—if 
this be so, it can be demonstrated. It 
may be that the proposition he pro- 
pounds is one which it would be dishon- 
orable and unmanly for the Canadian 
people to accept. If this beso, can we 


not trust the logic of the imperialist and 
the intelligence of the Canadian people 
to make this clear? What 
am contending for is that all these 
questions must be discussed, and dis- 
cussed on even terms. The advocate of 
litical union with the United States 
as as good a right to present his case to 
the Canadian ple as the imperialist, 
and the people who desire to reach a 
right conclusion are bound to hear and 
weigh everything that can be offered up- 
on the question—the momentous ques- 
tion of Canada’s destiny. The supreme 
point, as I conceive it, is which alterna- 
tive stands for the best interests of Can- 
ada? How can I decide without hearing 
all sides? Isimperialism the true solu- 
tion? Then let the advocates of imperial- 
ism take the platform and demonstrate 
their case. Iscontinentalism wrong and 
unsound? Then what is the difficulty 
of so demonstrating to the intelligent, 
thinking people of Canada? If there is 
anything that will throw doubt and dis- 
credit upon a cause, it is the fear to 
challenge the crucial test of fair, open 
and manly discussion. 

I said at the beginning that my only 
object in this article was to clear ground, 
not to give opinions on the merits of the 
several proposals. Indeed I have no 
definite opinions to give. In common 
with most of my fellow citizens, I do not 
conceive that the moment has arrived 
for making a decision on this vast ques- 
tion, but I recognize that the moment is 
approaching. ere is no need of haste, 
and yet every reason for thought. Of 
the four alternatives presented above 
there is only one upon which I have any 
settled convictions, and that is in rela- 
tion to the first. I am clear that the ex- 
isting condition of things can not and 
ought not to last. If British subjects 
we are to remain, then I say, a thousand 
times better that we be a co-ordinate 
part than a mere dependency of the em- 
pire. If I am to accept Great Britain’s 
protection, then I want to be a man and 
pay my share of the shot; and if I am to 
share the fortunes of the British em- 
pire I want to have a say in shaping 
these fortunes. If there be a career of 
glory within the compass of the national 
service I wish that career open to me 
and to my children. 

But, in reaching a decision in this ov- 
ershadowing question, whether my moral 
instincts be right or wrong, I propose to 
be guided solely by my conceptions of 
the best interests of Canada. I put this 
first and make it supreme. If the inter- 
ests of Canada are identical with the in- 
terests of Great Britain, well; if they 
come in conflict in any form I shall take 
my stand on the side of Canada. In the 
years to come, as this question of Cana- 
da’s destiny becomes from day to day 
more pressing and immediate, I shall 
listen respectfully to all who have views 
to present. I shall not be afraid to seek 
light from any quarter or any source. I 
shall listen and give as full weight to 
whatever is urged by the advocates of 
political union with the United States 
as to that which is presented by the im- 
perialists. I maintain positively and un- 
reservedly that any citizen of Canada, in 
office or out of office, has the same right 
to stand upon the public platform and 
advocate by fair argument union with 
the United States, as any other citizen 
has to advocate federation with the em- 
pire, or independent national life. There 
is no Official in the dominion of Canada, 
from the prime minister down, whose 
oath of office precludes him from stand- 
ing on any platform in Canada and tell- 
ing his countrymen, when it becomes 
his duty to express his views, his consci- 
entious convictions as to the wisest and 
best course for them to pursue in decid- 
ing the destinies of the country. 

Because I have put in a plea for fair 
discussion, I have no doubt I shall be 
charged, as has often been done before, 
with being an advocate of political union 
with the states. This will be entirely 
without foundation. I never advocated 
political union, and if I were compelled 
to make a choice of the alternatives to- 
day, I would not vote for political union. 
But I do wish the question intelligently 
threshed out. Up to this point there has 
been no fair discussion of this great 
question in Canada. The advocate of 
imperialism has mounted himself on the 
platform of a lofty, abstract loyalty, and 
anyone who dared to suggest any destiny

The Baltimore flour market this week, 
owing to the demoralization in wheat 
values and the fact that our exchange 
will be closed on Friday and Saturday, 
has been utterly lifeless and devoid of 
interest. No business of consequence 
has been done, and stagnation is the or- 
der of the day. Mills generally are offer- 
ing further concessions, but buyers have 
become so disheartened and discouraged 
that they will hardly let sellers come 
within gun-shot of them. Trade is ina 
deplorable state, indeed, and the outlook 
anything but propitious. It is to be 
hoped that this is the darkest hour be- 
fore dawn; otherwise, heaven help us! 
City mills are daily expected to reduce 
their prices, and when that occurs it will 
be the last straw. 

I revise prices and quote winter pat- 
ents, straights, clears and extras, on the 
spot, near by and to arrive from the west 
respectively at $4@4.25, $3.65@3.90, $3.25 
@3.50 and $2.50@3. Except on patents, 
which are nominally unchanged, these 
figures are 10@25c lower than those of a 
week ago. There seems to be no demand 
for anything, however, even at the de- 
cline. 

Spring patents, the new, old and mix- 
tures, are also dull and lower at $4.25@ 





4.40, with the outside figure impossible | § 


to obtain for the best, though not a few 
of the standard brands are still held at 
these rates. A leading Washington firm 
claims to be able to buy spring patents 
as low as $3 90 in jute, but $4 in jute and 
$4.25 in wood is about the lowest at 
which such stock has been offered here 
as yet. 

From what I can learn, soft wheat 


springs will be about the same in quality | g 


on the new crop as on the old, while the 
hard wheat varieties will be darker in 
color but stronger. Ifsuch is the case, 
those making hard wheat flours are wise 
in withholding them until old stocks are 
well absorbed. The transition from the 
old to the new is difficult under the most 
favorable conditions, but all the more so 
when quality is not the same. Spring 
bakers’ are unchanged and neglected at 
$3.15@3.40. 

City mills report a quiet home trade, 
but a blank week as far as export sales 


were concerned. In the absence of busi- | y 


ness.Rio extras are nominally unchanged 
at $4@4.20, and West India grades of ex- 
tra at the quotations given below. The 
output of city mills for the week was on- 
ly about 8,400 bbls, owing to a general 
stoppage on Friday and the Mt.Vernon’s 
daily curtailment. Clearances of flour 
for the week ended Oct. 19 were very 
small, while receipts for the same period, 
destined for export principally,have been 
correspondingly large—46,742 bbls. 

The wheat market here for the four 
days of the week has ruled dull, weak 
and depressed, closing today 114c lower 
than on last Saturday on everything. Re- 
ceipts have been moderate, clearances 
fair, stocks showing a decrease of 129,274 
bus. Cables, as a rule, have reflected 
comparatively steady foreign markets, 
but the improvement in ocean freights 
has restricted business. Freight engage- 
ments for the week, however, aggregate 
43 loads, for both wheat and corn, but 
principally the former, which is not a 
bad showing, by any means. Milling 
wheats are lc lower than when previous- 
ly quoted, but are still in demand at the 
decline. Southern arrivals are more lib- 
eral and of better quality, but, of course, 
the bulk of the offerings is from the 
west. Speculation here is dumbfounded 
at the way the stuff is piling up every- 
where, but it is keeping hands off while 
the movement and shrinkage continue. 
In a word, it is afraid to either buy or 
sell wheat at the present stage of the 
game, and is consequently on the fence 
awaiting developments. Receipts of 
wheat for the week were 347,708 bus; 
stock today, 1,900,910 bus. 

Ocean freights are higher and in bet- 
ter demand, at the following closing 
rates: Liverpool, per bu, 4@41¢d; Glas- 
gow, per qr. 239d; Antwerp, 33; Rotter- 
dam, 3s; Belfast, 2s 9d; Bristol, 23 64;

Corn, which is gradually getting into 
proper relation with wheat, has also

While receipts 
show a further improvement, clearances 
have been small and stocks have in- 
creased 89,373 bus. The advance in 
ocean freights has likewise restricted 
the exports of corn, but speculation is 
now dabbling in the cereal extensively. 
Baltimore receivers are getting their 
lines out for a big corn trade this fall 
and winter. Receipts were 256,577 bus; 
stock, 199,015 bus.

There is only one dealer here who has 
any hard wheat. The millers have a 
fair supply yet and will buy no new 
wheat till that is pretty well gone. Deal- 
ers can now sell some new wheat to the 
eastern trade and it islikely that the de- 
mand for it will increase at a good rate. 
The limit for spot No. 1 hard is now 1lc 
over Chicego December, but for new it 
is only 6c. This indicates a very firm 
stand against new wheat that will last as 
long as old wheat can be had. State 
wheat is selling to millers at 75@78c and 
is coming in fast enough to keep the lat- 
ter mostly away from the Buffalo mar- 
ket. It has been a good many years 
since there was such a demand for flour 
as now exists, and the mills are all going 
at their utmost speed. Flour is now so 
cheap that for the first time in years 
dealers feel free to stock up. The de- 
mand is strongest for high grades, as ev- 
erybody can afford to buy them. One 
miller reports that he has made flour 
lately more than twice as fast as he has 
been doing for a year past. Geo. Urban’s 
baker and other customers takeso much 
flour that he is buying it and his sales 
are considerably above the mill’s capac- 
ity. The Banner company reports that 
the output of a 1,000 bbl mill could be 
sold, with what is now made, without 
any extra effort. The only reason why 
the flour trade is not enjoying a com- 
plete boom is because the railroads are 
unable to handle the flour as fast as it 
is ordered. The large output has a rath- 
er depressing effect on feed. The amount 
turned out is great and the open fall 
keeps the pastures up. Prices, however, 
have not declined. © price of flour in

The amount of grain in store is 
2,174,499 bus wheat, 589,945 bus corn, 
735,103 bus oats and 60,477 bus rye, 
against 2,059,891 bus wheat, 437,801 bus 
corn, 591,849 bus oats and 33,177 bus rye 
last week, and 1,006,773 bus wheat, 365,248 
bus corn, 69,086 bus oats and 206,842 bus 
rye a year ago. Hard wheat increased 
354,781 bus, receipts being 662,844 bus, 
leaving 1,841,500 bus in store. The fail- 
ure of new hard wheat is doing much to- 
ward embarrassing the harbor elevators. 
Lake receipts for the week are 89,663 bbls 
flour, 2,092,025 bus wheat, 1,059,148 bus 
corn, 361,576 bus oats and 68,000 bus rye. 
Rail shipments were 1,321,000 bus wheat, 
516,000 bus corn, 341,000 bus oats and 81,- 
000 bus rye; canal shipments, 757,099 bus 
wheat, 201,486 bus corn, 49,552 bus oats 
16,900 bus rye. 

The canal is enjoying a veritable boom. 
Rates are up to 5c on wheat to New 
York. Boats are very scarce, and the 
asking rate is considerably above 5c on 
grain to arrive, especially as there is 
risk of getting no boats at all. It is 
probable that twice as many boats could 
be loaded if they could be had. The 
fact is, the railroads are no longer mas. 
ters of the situation. They are unable 
to furnish cars enough to take care of 
their east-bound business, and some of 
them are fairly swamped. There has not 
been a let-up on the receipt of grain and 
package freight by lake for a day this 
season. The Erieroad is the worst off 
just now. Boats of that line have lain 
here a week waiting for cars, and there is 
no prospect of any improvement. Tuis 
is not saying that the other roads are do- 
ing well, for none of them really are. 
They are all doing a heavy business, but 
are overwhelmed with stuff. ‘The flour 
agencies are obliged to hold eastern or- 
ders to some points for a month unfilled 
for want of cars. Lately the Erie has 
made a mighty effort to catch up with 
near-by orders, but it had to refuse 
through business to do it. 

The record-breaking craze in lake car- 





goes continues. The steamer Pope to- 
day delivered 120,191 bus wheat from 
Chicago, being 191 bus over.. This is the 
heaviest lake cargo ever carried. The 
Gilbert brought from Duluth this week 
28,340 bbls flour and broke that record. 
The cargo all went into the Duluth Im- 
perial’s warehouse, and demonstrated 
that it will hold 100,000 bbls if it must. 
The house was supposed to be about 
full before the Gilbert arrived, but it 
was that or nothing and it went in. 

With all the wheat already in eleva- 
tor there is a fleet of 12 whalebacks 
headed this way, mainly from Duluth. 
The elevators are doing very well, but if 
cars run much shorter there is bound to 
be trouble, though the storage capacity 
for grain is much more satisfactory than 
that for package freight. If the north- 
western agencies were dependent on the 
roads for storage, as used to be the case, 
the situation would be really distress- 
ing. Still there is demand for fully 
twice the warehouse room that exists. 
The lake trade has grown so fast that it 
has outrun all calculations. 

The flour agencies are laying in no 
winter stock yet and are likely to get 
none unless the failure to get it started 
eastward creates a stock of itself. The 
fact is,calculations in this direction have 
been as far off the mark as with the 
roads. The private flour houses are far 
too small to store a respectable stock, 
and this, in face of the fact that Pills- 
bury waited a year or two and came 
down and looked the ground over once 
or twice before he concluded to move in 
the matter at all. 

The canal convention on Wednesday 
was very satisfactory to friends of the 
canal. It was not only largely attended, 
but the leading men were of the best 
that the state affords. Few of them were 
looking for personal advantage and nota 
few were men of great wealth, who have 
never been canal men, except from mo- 
tives of state policy. O. B. Potter, chair- 
man of the executive committee, who 
made the first address in the evening 
meeting, is said to pay a heavier real 
estate tax than any one else in New York 
city. The convention demanded the con- 
tinuation of present improvements and 
two feet more water for the canal. 

Special Agent Wade, of the North- 
western Consolidated Co., is back to Buf- 
falo. E. Zeidler, of the company, is also 
here, and President Martin was here ear- 
ly in the week. 

Elias Reist, of Hamburg, this county, 
has rented the roller mill at Corfu, and 
will take possession at once. 

Wm. Q. Mastin & Co. are building a 
flour mill at Oswego and expect to add a 
flour and feed store later. Bison.

for Canada that did not find its center in 
Downing street was a traitor and a 
scoundrel. So eminent a man as Pro- 
fessor Goldwin Smith, whose devotion to 
the empire has borne the test of sixty 
years of eminent services in the paths of 
literature, and who today would be an 
honored guest in the homes of the high- 
est public men in England, has ventured 
to express the opinion that the true in- 
terests of the empire, and of Canada 
alike, would be promoted by a union of 
English-speaking people on this conti- 
nent. For this he has been bespattered 
with mud by blatant loyalists, who were 
thinking of nothing but the interests of 
their party. Mr.Jobn V. Ellis, ex-mem- 
ber of parliament for St. Jobn, in his 
newspaper, mildly presented a similar 
view, and a partisan howl was sent up 
that he had violated the oath which he 
had taken asa member. Mr. Ellis vio- 
lated no oath, but if he did he was in 
good company, for John Bright violated 
the same oath and in the same fashion, 
under the very eye of her majesty, and 
in the heart of her dominions, and no 
person said aught. 

Let the discussion go on, and let it be 
fair. Let there be no gag law. Let 
there be no attempt to dragoon a free 
people into a detestable hypocrisy and a 
mean concealment. Ifthere be any men 
in Canada who believe in political union 
with the United States, let them speak 
their minds freely. If they are wrong, 
the imperialist will have the grateful 
task of exposing their fallacies. One 
end, and one only, should be kept in view 
on this subject—a full and honest dis- 
cussion and a sober and wise decision 
by the Canadian people upon the ques- 
cg of the destiny of the Canadian peo- 
ple. 








BOSTON. 


[Special Oorr ce.) 

The flour market opened this week 
with the feeling quite strong. Notwith- 
standing the fluctuations in the wheat 
market, prices have changed very little 
for nearly all grades of flour, and about 
all of the large millers were talking very 
favorably of the present position of the 
flour trade and of the prospects of the fu- 
ture. One of the extensive receivers of 
flour here, who is also the agent of some 
of the large mills of the country, has re- 
turned from a long trip through the 
milling sections of the west, and he states 
that the millers there are talking very 
confidently of the future. 
of both the spring and winter wheat 
millers, and all are reported to be very 
busy. The production is large, and at 
Minneapolis is the largest on record, and 
it is further stated that all the flour that 
is made is sold. ‘The home demand was 
so active during September that millers 
have not yet been able to catch up with 
their orders, and there is also a large 
amount going out of the country. 

A fairly steady demand was noted the 
first few days of the week, but, as a rule, 
only moderate amounts were taken.

The flour output is beginning to fall 
behind that of last year, and during the 
remaining months of 1892 it is not prob- 
able that the phenomenal work of 1891 
will be duplicated, as the outlook for do- 
mestic business is not especially bright. 
Millers continue well sold ahead, but the 
hand to-month policy which is being 
pursued by jobbers checks business on a 
large scale. All the mills, excapt one, 
are running as during last week. The 
Eagle has slightly reduced its output, 
though it is liable at any time to resume 
work on the previous scale. The Reli- 


ance has been running up to its full ca- 
pacity, and the Daisy, Jupiter and Gem 
haxe maintained that gait, while the 
Phoenix and Duluth Roller make a little 
less than their capacity. The week’s out- 
put was as follows:

The market has hone “dull, “a little 
new business is reported, though spring 
wheat patents continue tosell moderate- 
ly. The best brands in wood are held at 
$4.25, with new and soft wheat product 
ranging 10@15c below, and export grades 
in sacks are quoted at $3.40@3.60. 
Straights are dull and considerably low- 
er, ran at $3.80@3.90 for. choice :bak- 
ers’ ante 30g. for export. Clears, too, 
have shared in the demoralization, and 
are quoted at $2.50@260 for hard and 
$2.40@2.50 for soft. Winters are dull, 
but steady, at $3.90@4 for patents and 
$3.50@3.60 forstraights. Rye flour is10c 
lower, ranging at $3.10@3.50 for common 
to choice in barrels and $2.90@3.20 in 
sacks. The principal demand is from 
abroad, where bakers’, as well as patents, 
are absorbed, while domestic markets are 
doing little or nothing. Millstuff is very 
dull at $11@11.25 for sacked bran and 
$11.50@12 for middlings. Coarse corn- 
meal in bulk on track is held at $17, and 
ground feed at $15@17. 

The wheat market is weak and 1c low- 





er, owing to the phenomenal movement 
at primary points, and December ranged 
at 69@70°¢c and cash at 675;@6814¢, the 
inside being the closing figures. Millers 
bought sample wheat at 70@74%<¢c for 
No. | northern, 67@71c for No. 2 spring, 
57@70c for No.3 and 54@66 for No. 4. 
Mixed sold at 62c, and winter at 60@70c. 
Wheat stocks here are increasing less 
rapidly, and public elevators have en- 
larged their holdings 45,000 bus and pri- 
vate ones 20,000 bus. The movement is 
much smaller, receipts aggregating 384,- 
000 bus, against 461,000 bus last year. 
Shipments were 75,000 bus, against 188,- 
000 bus last year. The flour movement 
outward is large—89,000 bbls, against 
80,000 bbls last year, while shipments are 
only half as large. 

Inland freight rates eastward are 
steady, on the basis of 20c per 100 lbs on 
flour, grain and feed to New York and 
22c to Boston. Lake freights are steady 
at 214c for wheat by lake to Buffalo. 
Ocean freights are irregular, ranging at 
32.06c per 100 lbs to London, 31.25c to 
Liverpool, 32.62c to Glasgow, 34.06c to 
Leith and 32.06c to Bristol—all based on 
20c inland. 

The E. P. Allis Co. began an extensive 
improvement and addition to the plant 
on Clinton street, and will build a brick 
structure, 100 by 300 feet and 72 feet 
high, chiefly for heavy engine work. Elec- 
tric cranes with a capacity ranging from 
20 to 50 tons will be put in,together with 
otber heavy machinery. A railroad track 
will run through the building. 

The E. P. Allis Co. received an order 
for a 30 bbl mill from Senor Ignacio 
Sandino, of Merida, Yucatan, making the 
second mill in that district for which 
this company has received the order. 
Messrs. Kendall and Tefft, Greenwood, 
Neb., visited the Allis establishment last 
week and placed an order fora 75 bbl 
steam mill. 

The Illinois Steel Co. has contracted 
with the Allis company for a pumping 
engine of a daily capacity of 4,000,000 
gallons of water. 

The new docks and warehouses of the 
Flint and Pere Marquette road are al- 
most completed, and will be ready for 
business by Nov. 1. The new buildings 
will be provided with all modern facili- 





ties for doing business. The general and 





traffic managers inspected the new quar- 
ters this week. 

E. Schraudenbach, of the Frederick, 
S. D., mill, was on ’change this week, on 
his way home from Europe. He reports 
the milling business in England very 
much depressed by the enormous losses 
of merchants and the trade in general. 
Liverpool and London are reported to 
have lost about $20,000,000 this year. 

A milling company has been formed at 
Monroe, in Green county, Wisconsin, 
and will go into the business of making 
the Augusta brands of flour. The build- 
ing formerly occupied by the Excelsior 
heating works has been leased, and will 
be remodeled. Lake Suore.

. | week has rather demoralized flour trade, 
400} but not to the extent that might have 
000 | been expected. While the offerings are 


lighter and lower, all mills are sold 
ahead and are not forced to sell so much 
on present markets. Of the situation, 
Mr. Robinson, president of the Acme 
Milling Co., says: “This week we have 
had a fairly good foreign demand for 
flour, but at extremely low prices. The 
constantly declining wheat market is a 
very discouraging one to work on. It 
disheartens buyers, who have been tak- 
ing hold.freely at the higher prices of 
the last two months, and the figures that 
they considered low at that time seem 
high now, and the buyers seem very in- 
different about taking flour at almost 
any price. Our output for the week was 
11,385 bbls. Flour is selling now lower 
than we have known it during the last 
twenty-five years. It would seem as 
though it would be very safe to carry 
stocks now, though buyers do not take 
hold as though they thought so. There 
has been a freer movement of wagon 
wheat from farmers this month than we 
have known for years and they seem to 
be determined to get rid of all their 
wheat, even at the extremely low prices. 
If it was worth $1 per bu, the movement 
would be very much smaller. We are 
still having extreme difficulty in getting 
cars in which to ship our flour and feed. 
We have to fight hard for every 
one we get.” Richardson & Ev- 
ans ran full time, V. Bachman two- 
thirds and Church & Bro. one-third time. 
The latter mill was down on ac- 
count of the Columbian demonstrations. 
L. H. Blanton, of the Blanton Milling 
Co., says of the trade: “Are getting of- 
fers, but they net us less than offers be- 
fore the drop inthe wheat market. Have 
enough offers for our tiour, however, to 
keep behind orders about as far as for 
the past few months. The drop in the 
wheat market caused a check in bids, 
though not to the extent that was antici- 
pated. Parties not having been in the 
market for some time, have again come 
in and are bidding. Wheat deliveries 
have been very free. Weevile have ap- 
peared in a great deal of wheat, and 
farmers, not being fixed to blow it out, 
and thus save it from destruction by this 
insect, are hurrying their grain to mar- 
ket and cleaning out their granaries. 
The weevils, I think, are the result of the 
hot, moist weather during the ripening 
season. Millfeed is a little more in de- 
mand this week than last. Offers, while 
not brisk, have been sufficient for us to 
bave sold ahead as far as we care to.” 
The output of Indianapolis mills for the 
week ending today was 17,385 bbls. The 
stock of wheat today is 550,922 bus, an 
increase of 3,403 busthis week. Car re- 
ceipts of wheat were 105,700 bus. 

Blish Milling Co.,Seymour: “We are 
still running full time and capacity. 
Since our last report we have found in- 
quiries from domestic trade much better, 
our southern buyers, especially, being in 
the market for heavy purchases. The re- 
fusal of the foreign buyers to pay the 
advance in prices made necessary by the 
advance in ocean rates, notwithstanding 
the decline in wheat, has temporarily 
checked sales to that quarter. Receipts 
of wheat continue heavy, notwithstand- 
ing that the long-continued drouth is very 
damaging to the late-sown wheat. The 
spurt in deliveries now on seems to be 
induced by a disposition on the part of 
the farmers to have the ready cash with 
which to liquidate the excessive state 
taxes.” 
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J. E. Loughry, Monticello: “While 
rain in needed badly here, we did not get 
good rains until Nov. 7 last year. Farm- 
ers are delivering wheat freely, owing to 
the scare of weevil. There is a small red 
bug in a great deal of the wheat, which 
is eating it to some extent, but there is 
no serious damage as yet. Wecan not 
say what the species is.” 

C. W. McDaniel & Co., Franklin: “We 
have some orders coming in from New 
England,also a few from New York state, 
but the demand for flour is not brisk and 
a general softening in the price is mani 
fest. Foreign offers are scarce and usu- 
ally at prices too low to accept. Local 
trade is good, but at very low prices. The 
flour output for the week is 1,200 bbls. 
Wheat is coming in from the farmers 
very freely. We never saw such free 
sellers at this time of year before. The 
mill of the Franklin Milling & Grain Co. 
is still down and from present appear- 
ance it will be sold before it is put to 
work again. Weare running at about 
our usual gait and have orders booked 
for the next 30 days. Patent flour brings 
$3.80, wy $3.50 per bbl; No. 2 winter 
wheat, 64c; No. 3 winter, 60c.” 

W. L. Kidder & Son, Terre Haute: 
“The Terre Haute mills have been run- 
ning full time and capacity this week. 
Have sold more for export than in any 
other week since harvest, at very satis- 
factory prices. The weather has been so 
exceedingly favorable for marketing that 
the farmers have availed themselves of it, 
and have delivered about all their sur- 
plus wheat, in our section, so we look for 
much lighter receiptsfrom nowon. Geo. 
Cole, of Huntley, Cranson & Hammond, 
has been in our city for the last few 
days and has sold to W. L. Kidder & 
Son two of the largest-sized Cranson 
scourers.” 

M. B. McFeely, Marion: “Businss still 
holds up well here and some of the mills 
are a little behind with orders. Hada 
light rain which helped wheat some, but 
more is needed. Prices remain the same 
as in last week and wheat deliveries are 
enough for the use of the mills.” 

J. C. Daniels & Co., Middletown: “Are 
running steadily. Have a good local de- 
mand, with enough shipping orders to 
keep us busy. Wheat deliveries are free. 
The growing crop needs rain badly.” 

W. J. Hargrave, Boonville: “We are 
running right along, with orders to keep 
us going six or eight weeks. Wheat is 
moving quite freely and our local trade 
is very good. The wheat is nearly all 
sown and what is up looks well, needing, 
however, a good rain to stop insects. 
Corn is out of danger from frost.” 

O. W. Tresselt, Ft. Wayne: “The 
weather here is very summer-like and we 
have had in the past week very nice 
rains, sufficient to dampen the ground 
and start wheat to growing and it is 
making good headway. Another ten 
days to two weeks of such weather as we 
have been having, will insure wheat go- 
ing into winter quarters in most excel- 
lent condition. ‘lhe Empire mill is still 
running day and night on export orders, 
and the City mill ran full time on home 
orders, but the latter mill wasshut down 
Monday and Tuesday for slight repairs. 
The Globe, Mayflower, Volland’s and 
Bloomingdale mills ran daytime only. 
The output for the week was about 3,000 
bbls. We are paying 70c per bu for new 
wheat and 71c for old. Prices of flour 
remain unchanged, but feed dropped $1 
per ton, owing to advanced freight rates 
to the east.” 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: “All the 
mills are running the usual time. The 
output here was 10,550 bbls. Farmers’ 
deliveries of wheat have been very good. 
The price paid here, being so far above 
the market, has brought the wheat from 
miles around here, and it looked as it did 
in olden times, when railroads were not 
known, wheat coming from points 30 and 
40 miles. I hopeI will not convey the 
idea that the Evansville millers are so 
full of surplus money that they can af- 
ford this liberality toward the farmers, 
but I understand some mills have not 
been fortunate or unfortunate, as the 
case may turn out, in stocking up, and 
are now trying to get filled up before the 
winter sets in. Best wheat was bringing 
70c at mill door until Tuesday, when it 
was dropped to 67c, and this is the price 
now paid for 59 and 60 lb wheat. The 
flour trade is not very brisk. Orders are 
reported as coming very slowly.”

KANSAS CITY. 


[Sp ial Corr ‘—p d ce.] 

A report circulated about the ex- 
change building on Thursday, to the ef- 
fect that the Mexican government had 
again deferred the time for laying an 
import duty on corn from the United 
States, caused a slight local flurry in the 
corn market. It was stated that the 
traffic department of the San Antonio & 
Aransas Pass road had received assur- 
ances of such extension, but the foxy 
element did not pin its faith to the state- 
ment, which represented an extension of 
time for free imports until Feb. 1. 

Efforts to ascertain whether the Mexi- 
can government had taken such action 
have proved unavailing thus far, but the 
facts must be known within a few days, 
and the delay, if the report is true, is 
likely caused by the state process to be 
complied with, which is quite too slow to 
suit the anxious merchants. 

The life infused into the corn market 
by this report was not long sustained, for 
the reason that some of the old-timers 
declared it a scheme for “long” corn 
merchants to unload and get under cov- 
er, believing that the blockade at Mexi- 
can frontier points will not be raised in 
time to do much more exporting by Nov. 
30. The condition of shipping at Lare- 
do, Eagle Pass and El Paso is not im- 
proving much, and the hope so long in- 
dulged in, that Mexican lines would be 
able to clear their transfer yards when 
the Central came into the trade, seems 
just as far as ever from being realized. 
Tn fact, it is found impossible for Mexi- 
can roads to take care of corn as rapidly 
as American lines bring it to them, and 
that condition promises to continue. The 
plan of building transfer storage houses 
at the Rio Grande has, it seems, been 
abandoned. 

Orders for corn are as plentiful as ever, 
and merchants engaged in the trade 
think the demand will continue until 
after the first of next year, at the near- 
est, at the rate the roads are supplying 
the wants of importers. Yesterday the 
announcement was made that an entire- 
ly new route would be tried at once. 
This is via Galveston and thence by the 
gulf to Vera Cruz. A rate of transpor- 
tation by that route has been offered 
that is slightly less than the all-rail rate, 
but to it will be added marine insurance 
and the expense of an extra transfer, 
which will doubtless increace the rate to 
a little more than that via Eagle Pass or 
Laredo. 

Nevertheless, Galveston is anxious to 
demonstrate her facilities for taking 
care of export trade,and may be able to 
offer a rate, including insurance and 
transfer charges, that will not exceed the 
present all-rail rate. The only hope of 
carrying on the trade as rapidly as the 
demand warrants, is by a new route, and, 
should Galveston manipulators be able 
to divert this trade from Rio Grande 
points, a new element will have been in- 
troduced into the American-Mexican 
trade that may have a beneficial influ- 
ence over freight rates. The result of 
this trial shipment, via Galveston and 
Vera Cruz, will not be known for a coup- 
le of weeks yet. 

The Santa Fé has given notice that it 
will not allow any of its grain cars go to 
Chicago. Managers of come Chicago grain 
roads have advanced the opinion public- 
ly that if the Santa Fé can not handle 
grain to Chicago it should reconsign from 
Kansas City over some Kansas City ter- 
minal road. This the Santa Fé will agree 
to if the other roads will transfer here, 
but insists that its equipment be devoted 
to the movement of grain from the south- 
western belt to Kansas City. 

The Commercial club of this city, the 
organization that gave J. B. M. Kehlor, 
of St. Louis, and Elmer Pierson, of Law- 
rence, Kan.,a bonus of $10,000 to build a 
3,000 bbl mill here, at a meeting held 
Tuesday recommended the formation of 
a trust company to aid the manufactur- 
ing interests of the city. A committee 
is now formulating a plan for organiza- 
tion. The capital stock of the proposed 
trust company will be at least $100,000, 
and the operations of the company will 
be confined to assisting manufacturers 
desiring to locate here, and those already 
here that are solvent and whose opera- 
tions heppen to be hampered by a lack 
of funds. club has its eye on milling 
as_an enterprice that will pay well here.

One shop here lately made a contract 
for a sufficient number of coiled elm 
hoops to last it through the winter, pay- 
ing $6.10@6.25 per M. 

The Acme shop was shut down two 
days last week for the lack of shaved 
hoops. There is great pressure among 
the shops to get hoops for immediate 
use. 

Peter Medyeo, who has been visiting 
his old home in Norway for a year past, 
has returned to Minneapolis, and now 
occupies a berth at the Sixth Street 
shop. 

Secretary Batchelder, of the North 
Star shop, was out looking for heading 
in Wisconsin last week, but with poor 
success, and he was to go again this week. 
The North Star has not been forced to 
actually shut down from running out of 


heading, but came very near reaching | Half barrel h 


that point. 

A census bulletin credits Minneapolis 
with the possession of 16 cooperages, 
with a capital of $301,000. The average 
number of hands employed is given at 
648 and the wages paid, $330,000. The 
material used is valued at $629,000, and 
the finished product at $1,209,400. The 
above, of course, takes in all the shops of 


the city, eight of the number being fiour I 


barrel makers. 

There was a further decline in the 
number of barrels taken by the mills 
last week, all the shops save two show- 
ing decreases in their sales. But in the 
make there was even a more pronounced 
decrease, nearly 5,000 barrels having to 
be withdrawn from store to meet the de- 
mand. This deficiency in manufacture 
was occasioned by the shops losing more 
or less time from the lack of stock, two 
being idle two days each from this cause. 
The call for barrels appears to be slack- 
ening a little. The mills are working to 
a greater extent on sack orders, and the 
coopers may be given a chance to accu- 
mulate a few barrels again.

The scarcity of barrel stock is daily be- 
coming more marked, the lack of head- 
ing bothering the coopers more than 
anything else. The Hardwood Mfg. Co., 
with large shops at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth, was the earliest to discover the 
shortage, and forthwith bought all the 
No. 1 flour barrel heading it could find. 
This left the market pretty bare when 
the other shops began to buy. To com- 
plicate matters, several of the factories 
have about run out of bolts and are un- 
able to supply some of their regular cus- 
tomers. Certain of the shops here have 
run quite short on supplies during the 
past ten days, and, in some instances, 
they were only able to keep from shut- 
ting down by borrowing of neighbors. 
Shop managers are puzzled as to how to 
meet the present emergency. Heading 
appears to be unavailable at any price. A 
good quglity would be quickly taken 
now at 5c per set. Certain of the Min- 
neapolis shops which are receiving head- 
ing regularly on old contracts, have late- 
ly, with the augmented demand for bar- 
rels, found this source of supply insuffi- 
cient and been forced to buy more or 
lese extra to keep going. Oak staves are 
becoming more difficult to get, and 14c 
per set is being asked by more firms 
than are asking less. Those coming in 
are often quite green. The situation as 
to elm staves is not changed. They are 
gradually firming up, and where small 
lots are taken, the price charged is $6.85 
@7 per m. There is a good deal of com- 
plaint about over-due shaved hoops not 
arriving and a few of the —— have been 
barely able to avoid enforced shut-downs 





from this cause. The largest shop in 
Minneapolis has a man out buying 
hoops, and this has made the other fac- 
tories somewhat apprehensive. About 
all have considerable quantities engaged 
at $7.25 per M,but,should prices advance, 
there is fear that some of the hoop men 
would see fit to make immediate ship- 
ments to parties willing to pay a premi- 
um, and piggy ov pew A neglect those with 
whom they had contracts at a lower 
rice. Were several cars here on track, 
they could doubtless be readily sold at a 
good premium. Manufacturers write 
their customers that it is difficult to ob- 
tain cars in which to ship stock, and aft- 
er the cars arrive in Minneapolis, their 
delivery to the shops is often delayed 
several days. For the two weeks ended 
Saturday, 74 cars of flour barrel stock 
were reported received by the Minneapo- 
lis shops. Of these, 41 cars were elm 
staves, 8 oak staves, 18 heading, 6 shaved 
hoops, and 1 coiled elm hoops.

Our Duluth correspondent reports as 
follows: “The Northern Lock Sieve & 
Barrel Co. is the latest manufacturing 
concern that has decided to locate at 
this end of the great lakes. Secretary 
Fauning, of the Land & River Improve- 
ment Co,, through whose efforts, largely, 
the factory management decided to 
build in Superior, says that his com- 
pany’s contract with the barrel company 
calls for the employment by it,a year 
from now, or when it gets into active 
operation, of 600 hands. The Penfield 
tongued and grooved stave will be man- 
ufactured. The Land & River Improve- 
ment Co. gave, to secure the new concern, 
a site of 10 acres adjoining that of the 
York Iron Co. in section 16. The site 
includes a water frontage of 400 feet. 
The land company will erect buildings 
for the stave works, to cost $75,000, and 
also gave a cash bonus for the concern. 
The company will manufacture staves 
for all kinds of barrels, and, if there is 
demand for them, will make the barrels. 
It will not be very long before the mills 
in this vicinity will require a very large 
number of barrels. Being on the water 
front, the stave company will be able to 
supply its local demand by the use of 
scows. It is estimated that it will dis- 
tribute about $50,000 a month in wages 
when it gets started. The capital for 
operating it, it is said, will come largely 
from Boston.

Wheat receipts continue very large, 
but very little under arrivals of last 
week, and footing up 923,460 bus, against 
947,540 bus. Shipments, however, did 
not keep up as well and only 298,800 bus 
went out, against 478,502 bus the week 
before. Stocks today aye 6,052,048 bus, 
as compared with last Saturday’s 5,911,- 
027 bus. Inspections this week amounted 
to 628 cars and 14,120 sacks. Of this, 195 
cars and 8,599 sacks graded No. 2 red, 
214 cars and 2,414 sacks No. 3, 60 cars and 
2,672 sacks No. 4, 43 cars and 435 sacks 
rejected and 3 cars no grade. Kansas 
hard wheat was not so plentiful and on- 
ly 71 cars of No.2 and 7 cars of No.3 
were passed upon. All other inspections 
were very light. 

Grades continue in good demand, and 
all offerings in No. 2 red and No.3 red 
are readily sold to the millers and specu- 
lators. Exporters are also good buyers, 
and much of the No. 2 red coming into 
this market is taken by them. No. 3 red 
and No. 4 are more in demand with the 
millers, and, both on local and southern 
account, all offerings are quickly taken. 
All No. 2 hard coming into this market 
was sold to exporters. The amount was 
very small, however. Quotations for the 
week were:
